Naples Monday, and during the time 
was given many evidences of his per- 
sonal popularity with the Italian peo- 
ple and of the admiration-.which they 
have for his distinguished services to 
his country. 


The steamer Hamburg,, on which 


Roosevelt was a passenger, coming In 
soon after noon, was greeted on her 
way to her anchorage with the bio wr- 
ing of whistles, the fluttering of many 
flags and the playing of bands'. Ital- 
ian warships in the harbor, steamers 
of various nationalities, private yachts 
and craft of all kinds, 
dressed 
in 


bunting and signal flags from stem 
to stern, added to the picturesqueneas 
of the scene which Roosevelt charac- 
terized as magnificent. . 


Great crowds waited for his appear- 


ance on the streets, and when he rode 
along in an automobile he was greeted 
with an enthusiasm that astonished 
him. 


Mr. Roosevelt met various official 


delegations at the Hotel Excelsior, 
where apartments had been reserved 
for him, and to them all he expressed 
his warmest thanks for the welcome 
which he had received. 
He visited 


the Duke and Duchess of Aosta at 
Capedimonte and later dined in pri- 
vate at the hotel, going ou board the 
Bteiimer Admiral at 
10 o'clock last 


evening. 


The Admiral, which 
will 
convey 


Roosevelt to Mombasa, sailed early 
this 
morning. 
The ex-president's 


Quarters aboard were filled with flow- 
ars, which had come from .admiring 
friends. 
Cfclef 
among 
them 
were 


Tmr.ches of red, white and black car- 
nations from the German emperor and 
a groat cluster of fragrant blossoms 
from tha empress. 


Emperor William showed, particular 


Interest in the former president. The 
.German consul general, in the name 
of the emperor, carried to Roosevelt 
the warmest greetings and a latter in 
which the emperor expressed the hope 
that he would see Roosevelt in Berlin 
on his return. In reply to this Roose- 
velt told the consul general to inform 
the emperor that he would certainly 
go to the German capital, and would 
tell his majesty "how the white man 
can live and fight in Africa." 


The emperor closed his letter with 


"Hail to the successful 
huntsman."
